CHICAGO (AP* - A janitor’s 
story stirred a new conflict today 
over the tim e of the start of the 
fire which flashed through Our 
Ladv of the Angels School Dec. 
I, killing 89 pupils and three nuns. 
Jam es R. Raymond. 44. the Jan 
itor at the West Side grade school 
for 13 years, told a coroner’s in­ 
quest Thursday he noticed the 
blaze at either 2:20 or 2:25 p.m. 
He testified he ran to the nearby 
rectory and shouted to the house­ 
keeper there to call the fire de­ 
partm ent. 
Authorities and witnesses earli­ 
er had said the fire was spotted 
between 2-30 and 2:40, that the 
alarm was sounded at 2:42 and 
firem en arrived about 3 m inutes 
later. 
T 
Caused By "Human Hands" 
Raymond told the jury inquiring 
.26 into the fire deaths he believed 
.ll it was caused by “human hands,” 
m eaning he thought it was set by 
an arsonist or accidentally. But 
he gave no reason for that belief. 
Sum marized, this is his story of 
the holocaust: 


He checked some other parish 
buildings and was south of the 
school about 2:20 or 2 25 in an 
alleyway 
separating 
the 
school 
and church rectory. He saw a 
“ whiff of smoke’’ from the ground 
floor window of the school, ran up, 
and through the frosted glass saw 
a red glare. Then he ran to the 
rectory and told the housekeeper 
to call firemen. 


Warned Pupils 
Then. Raymond told the grave, 
intent jurors, he ran into the boil* 
er room and saw two boys. They 
were the last of a group who 
brmight 
w astepaper 
from 
the 
classroom s 
to 
em pty

drum s. He warned them to get 
out, ran up to a second floor 
classroom and broke down a door 
giving partial access to a fire es­ 
cape. The pupils and the teacher 
fled down the escape, he related. 
Next, he said, he ran to the 
front of a second floor corridor 
and because the smoke was so 
dense 
broke 
out two 
windows, 
slashing his left wrist. He stum ­ 
bled down the stairway and out­ 
side and then he rem em bered 
struggling with some person who 
wanted to put him in an am bu­ 
lance.

God s kingdom. He sent them out 
two by two, giving them explicit

thing was to he severely simple: 
a staff was to lie taken (mainly 
as a weapon in case of danger', 
only one tunic and a pair (rf 
sandals. Tile disciples were to 
carry no bread, no bag. no money 
as their trip would not be long. 
The most important provision 
for that first "pilot project” in 
evangelistic work was that Jesus 
gave them "authority over un­ 
clean spirits’ and over any forces 
of opposition. This power gave 
them courage and strength for 
the task.

First Tom Thumb Golf Course 
Layout Is Nearing Oblivion 


Th* Associated Press 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 
The original Tom Thumb golf 
course. syml>ol of a wild and 
cany period in American life, 
quietly is passing into oblivion 
on historic Lookout Mountain. 
Born in 1928 during the golden 
age of sport, the Tom Thumb 
inspired the miniature golf craze. 
By August, 1930, the U. S. De­ 
partment of Commerce estimated 
there 
were 
25,000 
miniature 
courses in the country, represent­ 
ing an investment of 125 million 
dollars. Two to three million per 
sons a day played the game that 
summer. 


The year 1930, too, saw the 
first — and last — National Open 
minature golf tournament. Held 
on Lookout Mountain, it drew 
more than IOO entries and pro­ 
vided the winners, J. K. Scott 
and Mrs. J. E. Rankin, both of 
Jacksonville, Fla., $2,000 each. 
Invented By Carter 
Tom Thumb golf — the name 
and the game — was invented by 
the late Garnet Carter of Look­ 
out Mountain, which is located 
just outside Chattanooga. 
Carter was owner of the Fairy­ 
land Inn. To accommodate his 
guests while awaiting completion 
of a regulation golf course, he 
installed a putting green in front 
of the mn. 
This grew to nine holes, em 
bellishtd by natural hazards. 
Craze Started 
Carter then installed a minia­ 
ture course for a friend in At­ 
lanta From then on. Tom Thumb 
was on its way. 
Two years 
later, 
Americans 
from coast to coast and inhabi­ 
tants of practically every civil­ 
ised country were meticulously 
guiding a golf ball—using nothing 
bat a putter — through hollow 
logs, around rocks and trees and 
over small cliffs to holes seldom 
more than 40 feet away. 
The original Tom Thumb today 
It vastly different from the 24 
holes to which Carter s brain­ 
child finally was expanded. 
Open To Members 
Only six holes remain. These 
are open to play only to members 
of the Fairyland Club and their 
children 
Soon. these will be gone. Re­ 
placed. perhaps, by a parking 
lot; perhaps, by tennis courts. 
But replaced, certainly. 
Why the demise of Tom Thumb? 
Several reasons, 
says Fairy­ 
land manager Jerom e Fleming. 
Interest Declines 
For one. he says, interest tn 
the game has declined. 
"But this is not all," Fleming 
adds. "We just needed the park­ 
ing space for the members. And. 
too. we need expansion of other 
facilities, such as tennis courts, 
for members’ children." 
Carter himself may have fore­ 
seen this trend. 
Sold Patent Rights 
!n J&30, even before the minia­ 
ture National Open, he sold all 
patent rights to Tom Thumb to 


H. H. Patterson of Pittsburgh for 


$200,000. He said at the time he 
had made well over a half-mil­ 
lion dollars in 
less than two 
years. 
By summer 1931, the fad had 
ended 
The craze was over. A 
New York-datelined story said in 
August of that year, “Miniature 
golf Is smothered in red ink.” 
The 
game 
never 
completely 
died. 
Around 1938, it made a 
brief comeback. After World War 
II, people returned increasingly 
to it. Miniature courses are still 
to be found in many American 
cities 
Ne Repeat 
But it never caught on again 
like that one summer in 1930 
when movie stars, stage celeb­ 
rities and personages from Will 
Rogers to the Prince of Wales 
were photographed on, wrote of, 
and 
talked 
of 
the 
“pee 
wee 
courses. 
The game even inspired a song, 
“I’ve Gone Goofy Over Miniature 
G olf” 
Carter died July 21, 1954. He 
had gone on to complete the reg­ 
ulation golf course, and to create 
Rock City, still a premier tour­ 
ist attraction. 
Ne Reason 
No one. least of all Carter, 
could explain the reason for the 
rapid rise of miniature golf. 
He once was asked why it be­ 
came so popular; how, in two 
short years, a putting green for 
club members had grown to a 
full - lune business and what 
amounted to virtually a national 
institution 
“I’ll be becked if I know,” he* 
replied.

WINNIPEG (AP) - A visual 
training expert warns parents not pF % 
to hang toys directly over a baby’s 
crib. 
Dr. Leo Manas, head of visual 
training at the Illinois College of 
Optometry, told a public meeting 
here that “the percentage of cases 
of 
eyes 
turning

greater now than it was 20 years 
ago — and I’m convinced ifs 
partly because of these toys.” 
lf one of a child’s eyes turns 
in, 
Dr. 
Manas 
said. 
parents 
should always hand him objects 
from the si<ie. If the eyes turn 
out, toys or other objects should 
be directed straight to the child. 
Dr. Manas made his remarks 
during an address on teaching 
children to read. 
He said the method — phonics 
or sight recognition — is not im 
port a ut. 
“The main thing is to get John­ 
ny to read.” he said. And this 
depends on the child’s basic vis 
ual skills, along with such things 
as balance and co-ordination 
"A chimpanzee has 20-20 v lsion 
but he can't read. Man is the only 
animal who can manipulate sym­ 
bols. 
Test Visual Skill 
To test a child’s visual skills 
Dr. Manas said, teachers could 
use a series of simple tests, she 
results of which have shown a 
high correlation to school achieve 
ment. 
For instance, he ‘aid. the teach 
er might hold up red and blue 
pencils, one in each hand, and tell 
the child to look alternately from 
one to Hie other. The child’s eyes 
might 
move 
smoothly 
from 
one to the other, or fall short of 
the m ark, or go beyond. 
Dr. Manas said this would in 
dicate how the child's eyes would 
travel when he is reading.
